The Committee of Ways and Means and the
Question of Reciprocity.
From the Times.

No intelligent man has ventured to deny the
importance of the interests involved in the ques-
tion of reciprooity. On the contrary, everybody
who has approached the question, whether from
the protectionist or free trade standpoiot, has
conceded its magnitude, and the necessity of
sccording to it careiul and oandid consideration,
Mr, Secretary McCulloch, while arraigning the
unequal operacion of the expiring tresty, and
ingisting that any future arrangement shall be

based upon concurrent legmislation as distin-
guighed (rom freaty stipulations, urges the ex-
pediency ol definite and Hmely sction, In the
sme spirit Is the subject dealt with by the Com-
mission appointed to revise our fiscal system.

The Commissioncrs point out that during the
continuance of the reaty, the commeree betwesn
this country and the British provinces has in-
creased more than threetold, until its aggregate
annus! value exceeds that between this country
snd any foreirn State, with the single exception
of Great Britain, Of the treaty as it stands, the
Commissioners offar no aefense; they declare,
indeed—as wo endeavored some w ago to
prove—that its abrogation had become a ueces-
sity. Butthey coniend that the reasons in favor
ot gome other arrangement, as well ol & com-
mercial as of a fiscal character, are so obvions
and cogent that it would be “most impolitie to
disregard them.” The weight which properly
attaches to the statoments and suggestions of
the report laid betore Congress with Mr. MoCul-
loch's almost unqualitied indorsement, jostifies
the reproduction of so mueh of this document
as shall enable the reader to understand the
ground upon which the Commisgioners propose
0 copstruct our commercial relations with the
Provinces:—

“Itis evidemt that the noceesitios of the United
States will for many years require the imposition of
ugh rates of on on many artioles, and tba
with tne production of such articles, froee, or as “
at low rates of cuty in the British Prov.noees, the en-
foreement of the exeise jaws ou the borderagwill be
& matter of wo littie diffiouity, annoyanos, and
expense ; and under all oroinary conditious a large
aonunl loss of the revenue must meviably oconr,
The experience of all the vutions of Kurope has
abown that to attempt to uhollz‘ prevent smugeiing,
under the emcowragement of high rates of duty,
au (utier mmpossibility. If, howover, such an ar-
rangement can bo made with the Britsh Provincos
an will insure a nearly or quite complete equalization
01 duties—exciso and customs—it must be apps rent
thmt sl evagions of the revonuo laws by smugelers
would mstant'y eome to an end; and that the at-
wnment of the above resuit would be of immonse

advautage to tho United ptates m & revenoe point
of view,

treut uuy other articles in the same way,” as
way be mutoslly determined upon. The dele-
gotts go yet further,  Acknowledging the forae
of the obstacles to a free admwission of products
springing out of the taxation incldent Lo war,
they supgest that (he wrilcles now embraced in
the free lst shall hereatter be admlijed, subjeot
to duties equivalent in amounnt to the (nternnl
faxstion borne by similar articles produced in
this country,

Thus, the proposition submitied by the repre-
senfulives o1 the provinces fulfils two of the
conditions indieated by the Commissloners
appointed by our Government to review the
subject of taxahon, It provides us tar as possible
for the repression ol smugeling on the northern
freptier; and it furpwhes o most important
gource of revenue, to be collocted without any
nddition to existing agencles. The extent of tus
addition to the revenne may be compuied on
the basis of & moderate average of duties upon
our lmport trade, which anunually amonuts to
between twenty and thirty millions ot dollsrs,
And the desirableness of svaling ourselves of
such assisiance s the nuthorities of Canads may
be gnabled to render, may be inferred from the
faotlutely stated by o Montreal journal, thet the
value of goods smugeled from that provinee
intn this county in 1685 did not fall short of tam
milllons of dollarg,

Slmply ws & matter of revenue, then, the
memorandum presented to the Committen of
Ways and Means bsve the Provimonal Delegates
covers all that the Becretary of the Treasury is
understood to expect, and all that the Rgvenue
Commissioners were able practioally to suggost.

In addition, it obvistes the objection of our pro-

docers and capitalisis, In reference bo the in-
acgmlt:r of taxation,

uch & plan would seem on Hs face o com-
ntend itsell to the friendly snd zealous attention
of mconmittée charged with the task of pro-
viding ways and mesns at-this ontioal stage of
our financial history. The essontial principle at
stake—iho protection of our industry to the
sxtent of the internal dutios it 1 compelled to
pay—being conceded in baball of the Provinces,
all that remains to be eonsidered, at this stage
of the question, Is the element of the revenue
Aud the plan offered seema to meci this point
squarely: Oratly, by imposing & wholesome ™
upon smuggling; secondly, by yiclding an addi.
tion to our 8 inoome, to an extent
roﬂaut evon with the present trade, sod n
o be enhanced immensely, on the hepothesis
{hat the fuinre growth of mciprm{'d trade with
the Provinces will ut least equal the rutlo at-
tained during the past ten years.

The expectations entertiined In raference to
tho reception to be given to this proposition hr’l
the Committee were the more sanguing an
proper, because it had been understood that at
the several cenferences held by the delagates
with the Committee, the latter body representod
their main objees to be the enhancement of the
national reventie, As & slenographio re of
these conterenoes 17 extant, our remark, If erro-
neous, admits of casy correption. It comes to
us, howaver, from a source not likely to be mis-
miormed; and, nssuming it to We acourate, it
renders the subsequent setion of the Oommittee
wholly mexplieable.

At the time of the publication of the decu-
ments referrdd 1o wo commented wpon the
captions aud irritable lauguage of the French
Minlster 10 our Minister, Mr. lralow. Wo think
it wos unnecefsnry and undignified for the
United States 1o take any official notice of the
reportéd negro immigration scheme or the
Yiurbide family.
